Sir Basil Brooke, Minister of Commerce 
for Northern Ireland, yesterday concluded an 
eight-day visit to London, during which he 
conferred with British Ministers concerned 
with war production and with the develop- 
ment, of export trade.

MR. NORTON, T.D.. ON 


EVACUATION 


In a broadcast by Mr. W. Norton, T.D., 
last night he emphasised that the scheme of 
registration now in progress might not involve 
actual evacuation next week or next month. 
At this stage the scheme was Voluntary, and 
full evacuation would be brought into 
operation only if events warranted it. To 
ascertain’ the magnitude of the task it was 
imperative that registration should take place 
now so that nothing would be left to chance. 

Warning that if registration was not 
effected this week it would be too late to 
register next week, and that parents who 
delayed might expose their children to risks 
too terrifying to contemplote. Mr. Norton 
added that parents need have no fears for 
the welfare of children if they were 
evacuated. They would be sent to Irish 
homes—a few hours’ journey from Dublin— 
where hospitality and open-hearted generosity 
would await them in full measure. Apart 
from the safety provided for women and 


children by evacuation, the scheme was an 


essential part of a defence plan.

Spread a cloth over a colander, pour boiling 
water over it, and sprinkle it well with flour 
at once. Pour batter over, tie up like a ball, 
leaving room for swelling, plunge quickly 
into boiling water and cook for 45 minutes. 
Take care that the water really is boiling. 

Sweet and Savoury.—If you have some 
salad oil, the fritter batter will be lighter 
if you mix it with milk and water instead 
of milk, plus a tablespoonful of the salad 
oil, But an ordinary mixture will do, made 
slightly thinner than usual. Take care that 
the fruit or fish, or whatever you are using, 
is wiped perfectly dry, otherwise the fritters 
will be soggy. See also that your fat is at 
boiling point—giving off. a blue smoke— 
before putting in the fritters. 

You can make fritters with slices of apple 
or pineapple; figs or dates, sprinkled with 
& little lemon or orange juice. For savoury 
ones, use pieces of white fish, slips of her- 
ring, kipper, sausage, or mince.

The low volatile or emergency coal now 
being sold in Eire may be described as half. 
way between ordinary quality house coal and 
anthracite. Mr. Norman Wilkes, a well- 
known authority on the subject, states that 
the following points must be observed if 
consumers are to get the bright, clean-burn- 
ing and intensely hot fires of which the 
Welsh low volatilg coals are capable. These 
are :— 

(1) To see that the grate is completely 
clear of all previous ash and cinders. 

(2) To set the fire with rather more paper 
and sticks than usual—turf is of great 
assistance in this respect. 3 

(3) To break down, where necessary, the 
coal to the size of small nuts—i. e., approxi- 
mately two to three inches, and lay one 
complete covering over the paper and sticks, 

(4) To light the paper and not disturb the 
fire until the coals are well lighted. 

(5) When ignited, carefully to spread a 
second, or eyen a third, layer of the nuts 
over the fire area, and once combustion is 
well under way, but not before, to increase 
the air draught by gently poking the fire, 
but only from the bottom. 

(6) On no account to let the fire burn 
down too low before adding fresh coal.

SCALLOPED CELERY 

Scalloped celery is an excellent dish seldom 
met with. It can be as a vegetable 
with meat or fish, but it is also substantial 
enough to be the main course of a light lunch. 
Select a quart-size baking dish, wash and 
drain the celery, and cut into four or five - 
inch pieces. Put a layer of the celery over 
the bottom of the baking dish, then a layer 
of tomatoes. Sprinkle over this a teasponful 
of chopped oniòn, a saltspoonful of salt, and 
a pus of pepper; then another layer of 
celery, and so on till there are three layers, 
the topmost being tomatoes. Cover this with 
breadcrumbs. — sain a level tablespoonful 
of butter (or margarine), cut it into six bits, 
and dab these over the top. Bake in a 
moderate oven for half an hour, 

Another delectable way of serving celery is 
a soufflé. For celery and cheese soufflé take. 
half a pound of washed white stalks of 
celery, chop them up and stew them in half 
a pint of milk, with a small shallot and 
some salt and pepper. Strain off the liquor 
and gerve the celery when it is quite tender. 

Melt one ounce of butter, add one ounce 
of flour, and then the — liquor. Cook 
this mixture till the sauce leaves the sides 
of the pan, beating well all the time; then 
beat in the yolks of two eggs, two ounces 
of grated cheese, and the sieved celery. 

Lastly, fold in the stiffly-beaten whites 
of the eggs. Turn all into a buttered soufflé 
case and bake in a hot oven for twenty to 
thirty minutes. 


WITH, WHITE SAUCE 


Creamed celery is a simple and ordinary 
enough dish, but it is seldom served as nicely 
as it might be. The secret lies in producin 
a white sauce of perfect smoothness an 
creamy consistency. Take the outside stalks 
of a head of celery, one tablespoonful of 
butter (or margarine), one tablespoonful of 
flour, half a breakfast cupful of milk, some 
pepper and salt. 

tut the washed and scraped celery into 
short lengths and boil till tender in salted 
water. hile it is boiling make the sauce 
carefully. Melt the butter or margarine in a 
small enamel or aluminium saucepan (to pre- 
serye the colour), stir in the flour by degrees 
with a wooden spoon, and wait till the 
mixture bubbles all over. Then draw the pan 
off the heat and add a little of the milk. Stir 
briskly with a wooden spoon till you have a 
perfectly smooth mixture. Then add the rest 
of the milk, stirring well all the time. Now 
put the pan back on the stove and bring to 
the boil. Boil for two or three minutes—and 
stir all the time without stopping—then 
season with salt and pepper and a squeeze of 
lemon juice if you like it, 

Drain the cooked celery thoroughly and 
add it to the sauce. Serve as an ordinary 
vegetable from the dish or on individual 
triangles of toast. 

It is worth noting that celery sauce is an 

excellent accompaniment to boiled chicken or 
boiled mutton. Make the white sauce as 
above, but thin slightly by adding a little 
water to the milk. Add two sticks of celery, 
cooked until soft and chopped small. 
Finally, try celery in brown sauce. Prepare 
short lengths of celery, including portions of 
the root, and bruise them with the rolling-pin. 
Boil these till tender in slightly salted water. 
Use the celery water to blend one tablespoon- 
ful of gravy powder and one teaspoonful of 
flour, Turn the blended ingredients into the 
saucepan with the celery and the remainder 
of the water, and serve when piping hot on 
fairly thick toast well soaked in the gravy. 
If the celery used is not strongly flavoured 
omit the salt in the boiling water, and add 
a teaspoonful of celery salt to the gravy 
ingredients.

i é Clouds in the East 


The Chancelleries are buzzing with 
rumours from the Far East. Are they 
true, or are they another episode in the 
“ war of nerves?’ In Washington the 
belief ‘appears to be general that tho 
Japanese are contemplating a sudden 
assault either upon the Dutch East Indies 
or upon at least one of the British pos- 
sessions probably Singapore and all 
American citizens in the Far East have 
been warned to leave without delay unless 
their occupations compel them to remain. 
This warning is not inevitably the prelude 
to a crisis; for a similar injunction was 
issued during the early days of the 
European war at a similar period of Far 
Eastern tension, and, in fact, nothing 
happened. More portentous, however, is 
an Official statement which was given out 
after yesterday's meeting of the Advisory 
War Counci! of the Australian Common- 
wealth. ‘‘In the considered opinion of 
‘the War Council,“ the statement runs, 
„the war has moved into a new stage, 
involving the utmost gravity... . What 
the future has in store is at present not 
precisely clear, but what is clear is that 
Australia’s safety makes it essential that 
there shall be neither delay nor doubt 
about the need for the greatest effort for 
preparedness that this country has ever 
made.” These words admit only one 
interpretation. Australia shares the 
American belief that trouble of some sort 
is coming from Japan. Neither country 
offers any express grounds for its belief. 
It is true that a Dutch steamer, en route 
for Hong Kong, has put back to Manila 
apparently, as a result of the presence of 
Japanese ships in the China Sea—and a 
message from Chungking, Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek’s headquarters, alleges that 
“Germany has been very active during 
the past three. weeks, urging Japan to 
move in the Pacific against Britain and 
the United States. Certainly the 
Japanese have been displaying a significant 
interest in the minor conflict between Siam 
and French Indo-China. Is it possible that 
they hope to strike in that quarter? A 
firm foothold in either country, or both, 
would give them an admirable point 
d'appui for Singapore. 

There will be general surprise if the 
rumours are proved to be true. Admittedly, 
Japan's prospects of success are fair 
enough—if the United States can ba 
induced to hold her hand—for Dutch 
power in Far Eastern waters has been 
crippled by the motherland’s collapse, and 
Britain must be weaker there than she 
has been for many a long year. Neverthe- 
less, British sea-power, based upon 
Singapore and Hong Kong, is by no means 
negligible, in spite. of the terrific drain 
which the war in Europe has imposed upon 
her navy. According to many corre- 
spondents, either base would be well able 
to hold out for some time. The chief

Only three days ago President 
Roosevelt himself expressed his opinion 
that there was no danger of a war in the 
Pacific—and he must have known all that 
can be known about the prevailing state 
of affairs. On any analysis, however, the 
fear of trouble with Japan is bound, in 
some degree, to affect the outlook of the 
average American’s regard to the “ Lease 
and Lend Bill. To counteract these 
rumours President Roosevelt has declared 
that, even if his country should be em- 
broiled in war with Japan, it would mean 
no curtailment of supplies to Britain: and 
the President, doubtless, means what he 
says. Can the truth be that Japan’s 
military chiefs, unable to make headway 
against Chiang Kai-shek, are creating a 
diversion not so much in the interests of 
the Axis Powers as in that of their own 
reputations ?

At a later 
stage these demands were amplified, and, 
when Italy entered the war after the 
collapse of French resistance against the 
Germans, it was understood generally that 
their share of the spoils would include 
Nice, Corsica, Bizerta, Jibuti, Tunisia and 
participation in the control of the Suez 
Canal. In point of fact, however, the 
Italian Government never has defined sts 
claims on France. The Germans occupied 
a large portion of French territory, but 
the Italians, for all practical purposes, 
remained inside their own borders. One 
of the difficulties under which Marshal 
Pétain’s Government has been la bouring 
is the fact that France has been given no 
inkling of her ultimate fate. Relations 
between Vichy and Berlin, on the one 
hand, and Vichy and Rome, on the other, 
are governed by the terms of the June 
armistice, which, in the nature of things, 
is a purely temporary arrangement.

False Alarm 


Mr. P. J. Hernon, Dublin’s City Manager 
and Town Clerk, asks for the co-operation 
of the public in the matter of the Fire 
Brigade. The Fire Brigade—like all other 
petrol-driven services—has been hard hit 
by the present emergency, and cannot 
answer all the false alarms and vague 
messages that are given. In the ordinary 
course of events, when unlimited supplies 
of petrol are available, the engines can be 
brought out to answer any kind of alarm; 
it is better to be sure than sorry. In time 
of emergency, however, the amount af 
petrol used on a false alarm possibly might 
prevent the Fire Brigade from attending a 
more serious call. During the month of 
January,when the petro] situation reached 
a crisis, the Fire Brigade attended sixty- 
eight calls. Out of these sixty-eight calls, 
according to Mr. Hernon, ten were false 
alarms, fourteen were chimney fires, 
thirty-three were small fires, and only 
eleven were large fires. In many cases 
the calls could have been dealt with by 
service vehicles fitted with hand-appliances 
if the Central Fire Brigade Control had 
received fuller details of the fire. Mr. 
Hernon ends the statement with a list uf 
four points which the public should bear in 
mind at the present time on the subject of 
warnings. Members of the public, in the 
first place, should assist in an attempt to 
stamp out the false alarm completely. In 
the second place, they should use the 
telephone in preference to the fire alarm 
so as to be able to give specific details and 
explicit instructions to the Fire Brigade. 
Next, they should ring the Fire Brigade 
direct rather than dial O,“ for this 
method of warning causes a slight delay, 
as the call has to be checked. In 
order to facilitate people who wish to 
use the telephone, four numbers are 
given, at least two of which are 
extremely easy to remember. The four 
numbers given are 22221, 22222, 91841 and 
63586, and certainly it would be difficult 
to forget the second number even if one’s 
house were being burned to the ground. The 
last point to be borne in mind is tho fact 
that one should not use a fire alarm for 
ambulance calls. If the people fallow this 
good advice—and it is to be hoped that 
they will follow it—many of the false 
alarms should be avoided, and much of 
the Fire Brigade's petrol saved for a more 
serious emergency.

OTH in Britain and Germany the 
problem of dealing with — 
aircraft is receiving much attention, an 
recent events leave no doubt that the 
measures taken in this country have 
achieved a fair measure of success.

United States Consular officers were advis- 
ing American citizens to leave Far Eastern 
countries as a precautionary measure, in 
view of the disturbed conditions, said Mr. 
Cordell Hull, United States Secretary of 
State, to-day. 

This statement followed the publication of 
despatches from Tokyo and Shanghai saying 
that all women and children. and all men 
who were able to do so, had been urgently 
advised to leave. 

The circular. issued in Shanghai at the re- 
quest of the State Department in Washing- 
ton, explains that this advice is necessary as 
a precautionary measure, and is being given 
both for the safety and convenience of Ameri- 
can nationals and in the interests of national 
security. The United States State Department 
does not contemplate sending a special vessel, 
or vessels, to assist in the withdrawal. 

It is expected that American nationals will 
take advantage of such transportation facili- 
ties as may be at present available. 


DISTURBING REPORTS 


Diplomatic quarters in Washington yester- 
day displayed concern over the possibility 
that Japan was ‘preparing for a lightning 
thrust in the Far East against British or 
Netherlands possessions, an Associated Press 
message from Washington stated.

In some circles here Colonel 
Knox’s refusal to consider Mr. Wendell 
Willkie’s plea for more destroyers to be 
released to Britain is being linked with events 
in the Pacific

NEW “SECRET” 
WEAPON. 


GERMANS CLAIM

Germany's new secret weapon—the 
Germans describe it as the silent, invisible 
bomber which will defeat Great Britain“ — 
is an improved versior of the Junkers J U 
88, states the current issue of The Aeroplane. 

The two 1140 h.p. motors incorporate a 
number cf revolutionary improvements, 
of which one is absolutely silent running. 
The ‘‘ invisibility ”’ is accomplished by manu- 
facturing most of the fuselage and wings of 
a transparent plastic material, which makes 
the machine hardly discernible at heights of 
2,500 feet or more. According te German 
propagandists, the new bomber is also to be 
the fastest in the world, reaching a maxi- 
mum speed of 390 miles per hour with full 
service load. 

The ‘‘ ghostly’ bombers, states The Aero- 
plane, are being built at the Henschel Works 
at Wiener Neustadt, Austria, and reports 
state that this plant will shortly reach a 
monthly output of between 200 and 250 
machines.

M. Ivan Popoff, the Bulgarian Premier, 
again conferred with the German and Italian 
Ministers, while the First Army Corps, 
mobilised completely yesterday, marched 
along the muddy roads towards the Turkish 
frontier. The Turkish diplomatic campaign 
designed to bring a last-minute settlement of 
Bulgaria’s differences with Greece apparently 
bogged down hopelessly with the official 
Bulgarian wireless asserting the country’s 
right to a slice of Greek territory, including 
the Egean port of Dedeagach. 

The Yugoslav statesmen are expected to 
return to Belgrade late on Sunday or Monday. 
Informed quarters said that Hitler's invita- 
tion was extended ten days ago, apparently 
timed to follow the completion of the Franeco- 
Mussolini-Petain talks.

It has already been emphasised in official 
quarters that Keren is heavily fortified, and, 


as in the Libya campaign, the R. A. F. are 


pounding away, systematically reducing the 
opposition to a state of impotency, as a pre- 
lude to the Army’s advance. The raid on 
Wednesday was the twentieth by British 
bombers over the Keren area, and it was also 
the most concentrated. On February 8th 
and 9th there was repeated raids, but 
although the damage on those two days was 
stated to have been considerable, the results 
were not so extensive as those obtained by 
the R.A.F. on Wednesday, when the air 
attacks were maintained throughout the day. 
Admadu, the Italian Somaliland town which 
was occupied this week by British Imperial 
Forces, was subjected on Monday to what is 
officially described as “one of the most in- 
tense bombing raids so far carried out hy 
the South African Air Force,” says a P.A, 
message from Nairobi. 

„Waves of bombers of two squadrons dived 
on military objectives atAfmadu, scoring several 
direct hits,” add the communiqué issed there, 
All British ’planes returned safely.

Cork County Council, Mr. W. J. Broderick, 
T.D., presiding, to-day resumed consideration 
of the annual estimates, which provided for 
a total estimated expenditur eof £849,015, as 
compared with 516 in the current year, 
Estimated receipts, the largest bein agricul ; 
tural grant, £226,740, totalled £301,438 leave 
ing the total to be raised by levy £547,577, 
as compared with £522,796 in the current 
year—an increase of £24,781. 

Decisions already made by the Council re- 
duced the County Library contribution by 
£500, and added a farthing to the — 
Agricultural Committee rate. These change 
increased the total to be raised to £548,1 
an increase over last year’s estimate of 
£25,362. Demands from subsidiary bodies in- 
cluded: North Cork Board of Public Assist- 
ance, £69,040 (last year 263, 954); South Cork 
Board, £120,285 (last year £118,726); West 
Cork do., £52,953 (last year £49,556). Mental 
Hospital, £94, 112 (last year £90,161); Boards 
of Health: North Cork, £34,437 (last year 
£30,587); South Cork, £56,360 (last — 
£55,427), and West Cork, 214,915 (last yea 
£14,498) ; County Vocational Education phon 
mittee, £18,997 (last year £18,317). 

Mr, L. O'Gorman said that the estimate 
was ihe highest ever N in the history 
of the Cork County Council. He moved that 
a substantial reduction be made in main 
roads expenditure, There was, he said, a big 
transfer of traffic from the roads to the rai 
ways, and main road traftic had been halved, 
while private cars had gece disappeared, 
due to the ee shortage. Motor 
taxation Ko - had fallen from 
21,000,000 "000.

MASTER’S COMPLAINT 


On the 7th December the master of the 
ship complained to the Civic Guards, who 
reported to the Officer Commanding, Southern 
Command, Defence Forces.

The ship was 
handed over to the local receiver of wrecks, 
and when the Civic Guards went on board 
they found cabins upset and the ship in 
disorder.

NOT ABANDONED 


In cross-examination, the captain said that 
the attack on his ship lasted half an hour. 
He left the ship—he did not abandon her. 
He intended to go back and save her and 
the cargo. Articles of gear taken from the 
vessel would have been safer on her than 
on the Fort Rannock, because they were not 
in danger. The list of missing articles was 
made from an inventory put on board many 
years ago. 

Rafael Turina, chief engineer, said that 
he had found all his belongings missing 
from his cabin when he got back to the ship. 
They were valued at £75, and included a 
wireless set and 5,500 cigarettes. 

John Sugrue, boatman, Valentia Harbour, 
said that on the evening of December 6 he 
took Lieutenant Hollingsworth, Lieutenant 
Barry and three ratings to the Cetvrti, and 
articles were lowered into his motor launch. 
He took Lieutenant Hollingsworth and the 
ratings to the Fort Rannock, where the 
articles were unloaded. The weather was 
then too rough for the Fort Rannock's punt 
to be used. 

The hearing was adjourned until this 
morning.
